Washington, May 14.—There was a 


ludaeu and violent outbreak of Cuban 
sentiment at the Capitol. At first tho 
drift of opinion was strongly toward 
speedy and radical action by both con- 
gress and the executive, but later there 
»a=> somewhat of a icaction upon its 
becoming known that the president, 
while keenly alive to the situation and 
anxious to learn every thing possible 
lhat could guide his conduct in our 
Cuban and Spanish relations felt that 
further 
information was necessary 


and that for the immediate present 
the question was not one of recogni- 
tion ot the belligerency or indepen- 
dence of the Cuban insurgents, but of 
relief for the American citizens desti- 
tute and helpless in the towns of the 
Queen of the Antilles. 


Tbe senate foreign relations commit- 


tee, it should be stated, while agreeing 
with the necessity for relief of the suf- 
tering Americans is favorable to more 
radical measures and a number of its 
members are earnestly desirous of in- 
stant action by the executive in aid of 
the insurgents, but have not succeeded 
in converting the administration to 
their views that present action is ap- 
propriate and imperative 


The event of the day was a report to 


their colleagues by the subcommittee 
of the foreign relations committee 
which examined the state department 
Cuban reports. 


This statement, though not given to 


the public was so far disclosed in char- 
acter as to give rise to a good deal of 
excited comment among senators and 
members. The report based upon facts 
presented by the United States consuls 
in Cuba, it is said, brings out in strong 
relief the destitution which exists not 
only among the Cubans, but among the 
Americans and Pacincos now ou the 
island, wbo were driven from their 
farms and into the towns by Weyler's 
orders and 
thereby 
presented from ' 


supporting themselves. 


For several days 
past the subject 


matter of this report has bcea under 
discussion quietly among a few of the 
friends of Cuba in conpre?«. and they 
Lave lost no opportunity of impressing 
upon thi: president their convictions 
that it is his duty as tbe chief execu- 
tive to delay no longer in taking ac- 
liie »tep.< to terminate the present con- 
dition of affairs in Cuba.

The president is moving 
fcteadily. 


To this end Mr. Caihoun is now tc

His story was so interesting that tbe 


president summoned Judge Day, as- 
sistant secretary of state, aoross to the 
White House to hear it. Mr. AtUyns 
had very littln to say about the mili- 
tary situation in Cuba and what IIP 
did utter in that connection did not 
indicate any leaning on his part either 
to tho Spanish or tb" insurgent side.

Washington, May 14.—The Indian 


appropriation bill was disposed of by 
the house with the exception for the 
provisions for opening the Utah gil- 
Bonite lands, which was postponed un- 
til Monday.

Mr. Simpson

He said 
"the n\ed price on beams has been 
maintained, but the companies manu- 
facturing these also make plates, an- 
gles, etc. The prices on ^.hese latter 
have been cut owing to competition 
and there being no fixed price upon 
them, it was deemed advisablk to have 
an open market on beams also. 


Mr. Roberts does not believe that 


there will be any general cutting of 
prices now that the pool is dissolved 
"Beams," he said, "will probably be 
sold cheaper, but then plates and an- 
gles will command a higher rate ac- 
cordingly, so in the average there wil 
be no decrease of prices."

ican Packet company's steamer Fuerst 
Bismarck, bonnd across the ocean, in 
April, 1895.

southern states. Georgia and Mississip- 
pi have adopted extremely stringent 
measures'-againstthe sale. Tennessee's 
svstem in dealing with saloon men is 
far from being pleasant, to the dispen- 
sers of cocktails, gin fizzes, punches, 
etc.Alabama imposes a heavy tar, aa 
does also North Carolina. South Caro- 
lina, as is well known, has a dispensary 
law. In other words, the profits derived 
from the sale of whisky go into the 
state treasury. Louisiana and Texas 
have not caught the prohibition fever, 
licenses are easily obtained, and fora 
small sum at that There are in these 
two states more open saloons than exist 
ia the balance of the 13 seceding states 
pnt together. In the cities one may ob- 
tain a license by simply paying the li- 
cense fee.

Unless this is done the 
early growth will be stunted, and the 
crop will not only be reduced in quan- 
tity, but will be not much earlier th.su 
if "planted latei with the soil warm 
enough to furnish nitrogen and give 
tho plants A vigorous start. L.tror in 
the ieabon the nodules on pea roofs 
store nitrogen from the air. But they 
do this tor the soil rather than for tlio 
growth of the \me. While yonng tin- 
pea vino needs nitrogenous manures,

ing them what is needed to push them 
rapidly until they attain size to help 
themselves.
